Mr. Andersen con- 
ferred with Von Khuelmann, secretary 
for foreign affairs at Berlin, and he 
confirmed the report, adding that in 
consequence of the Italian and Russian 
developments, the military and pan- 
German «elements were again in the 
saddle in Germany and exerting influ- 
ence against which the foreign office, 
with its more moderate views, found it 
almost difficult to contend. 

King Gustave came to Copéphagen 
and spent a da, in conferen with 
King Christian, President An@ersen 
and the Danish ministers, the subject 
matter of the conferences being cov- 
ered by a gala performance, an opera 
and a ceremonial banquet and the con- 
ventional interchange of speeches. As 
a result of the conference a decision 
was reached to make every possible 
effort to moderate the excited Nor- 
wegian sentiment and continue the 
“three Scandinavian kingdoms in the 
path of joint neutrality. 

King Gustave returned to Stock- 
holm and launched the suggestion of 
a conference of the three kings, ac- 
companied by the premiers and foreign 
ministers at Christiania, which was ac- 
cepted, the Norwegians being flattered 
with the thought of the first visit from 
a Swedish monarch in the Norwegian

Italian Army Headquarters in North- 
ern Italy, November 27.—(By the AS- 
sociated Press.)—The reports from the 
Italian line on the northern front were 
favorable today. The heavy fighting 
is continuing,.with the Italians holding 
in the main. 

Five ‘determined ‘attacks by Austro- 
German forees on-the left wing of 
the Italian fourth army, near Monte 
Pertica, between the Brenta and the 
Piave, were delivered Monday. The 
enemy rushes were broken by the de- 
fensive troops with heavy losses to the 
attackers. ae 

Not only the left,.but the right wing 
and the center of the army holding this 
sector was subject to attack, the enemy 
effort now attaining its full force here, 
On the right and center the struggle 
raged from Monte Monfenera west- 
ward, with the Italians holding their

Henry Kennedy, Fuel Ad- 
ministrator, and Chamber 


Committee Will Leave for. 


Washington This Morning. 


With the gravest domestic coal short- 
age in the history of the city of At- 
lanta at hand; further steps were taken 
to relieve the situation at a meeting 
of officials of the chamber of com- 
merce yesterday afternoon. 

Henry B. Kennedy, fuel administrator 
for the city of Atlanta, will leave this 
morning together with. a committee 
from the chamber, for Washington, 
where they will take up in person the 
matter of securing a supply of coal for 
the city with Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field and other officials. 

This action follows the efforts previ- 
Ously made by President Ivan E. Allen 
to overcome the exceedingly serious 
situation. On November 20, Dr. L. G. 
Hardman, state'fuel administrator, was 
furnished a. detailed statement of the 
actual conditions as.to supplies on hand, 
amounts ordered and supposedly en 
route, and the names of the mines which 
they usually did. business with from 
the coal dealers of Atlanta. This in- 
formation was gathered by the local 
chamber. of commerce and was for- 
‘warded to’ Dr. Hardman. ‘Dr. Hardman

Président Allen wired Senator ’ Hoke 
Smith urging that further efforts be 
made to secure the aid of the federal 
government. Senator Smith in his re- 
ply urged that personal representation 
in Washington is the only way to*secure 
action and says that other cities that 
have followed this course have suc- 
ceeded in getting results. 

The decision to send a committee to 
Washington followed receipt of this 
telegram. There will be a meeting at 
the chamber of commerce this morning 
before the committee leaves in order 
to secure full data on the situation to 
date, covering the period since the data 
furnished on the , 20th instant was 
gathered. Officials state that the situ- 
ation at the present time is even worse 
than it was then. This additional data, 
together with that forwarded to Wash- 
ington by Dr. Hardman, will place the 
exact situation up to the last minute 
before the government officials. 

Local dealers stated Tuesday that 
there was practically no coal reaching 
the city now, two or three cars at the 
outside being all to arrive any day. 
The larger dealers have not, so far, had 
to pro rate their supply to any con- 
siderable extent, but many of the 
smaller men have had no coal at all 
for several weeks and they have al] 
been supplying their customers on a 
pro rata basis. 

Asks 60,000 Tons. 

Dr. Hardman filed a request for 
60,000 tons at Washington last week, 
but this, together with a previously 
made request, has so far brought no 
results. 

President Allen and officials of the 
chamber feel that the only way to se- 
cure relief in the situation is for Mr. 
Kennedy and the committee to remain 
in Washington for several] weeks and 
follow the situation from day to day. 

One explanation made for the short- 
age is that the demands from the north- 
west have been exceptionally heavy this 
year and this, together with labor 
troubles at the mines and the car short- 
age, is largely to blame. it is stated,

MOST OF GOLD EXPORTS 
FOR JAPAN AND SPAIN 


Washington, November 27.—Details 
of the country’s commerce for the first 
mine months of the year, made public 
today by the department of commerce, 
showed that the enormous increase in 
gold exports was absorbed by Japan 
and Spain. 

Japan took $155,467,726 in gold from 
the United States from January 
through September, as compared with 
$9,300,630 in the same period of 1916, 
and was virtually the only one of the 
allied countries to receive precious 
metal from America in September. 
Spain imported $99,337,400 for nine 
months, against $9,601,502 in the same 
period of the preceding year. 

Mexico got $6,712,279 in gold up to 
September 30, as compared with less 
than $1,000.000 in the corresponding 
period of 1916. Total gold exports for 
nine months amounted to $348,968,514 
in 1917, compared with $94,430,462 last 

r 


ear. 

* silver exports increased from $47,- 
723,604 in 1916 to $62,233,662 so far this 
year. 

Imports of gold almost ceased in 

ptember, being less than $5,000,000, 
we to the fact that the government 
now is financing the allies’ purchases 
here by credits.

A®* large audience was at the taber- 
nacle Tuesday afternoon when Billy 
Sunday again opened hostilities on the 
devil after a day off, and Billy was in 
a belligerent mood. He fired volley 
after volley into the ranks of the 
church members, and it was a serious- 
‘faced crowd that left the tabernacle 
after the evangelist had finished his 
germon. 

Five thousand people were gathered 
to hear the sermon, which was perhaps 
the first that has been delivered by 
Billy Sunday in this city in which he 
@aused no laughter or fun. It was a 
serious talk from beginning to end, and 
Billy trounced the church people for 
“their sins, both of omission and com- 
mission. 

He preached upon the subject of the 
unfulfilled promises God had made to 
the Jewish people, and declared that 
the promises God had made to the Is- 
raelites were not performed because 
of any fault of God’s but because of 
the iniquity of the people themselves. 

“Everything happened to the Jews 
just opposite to what God had prom- 
ised them,” said he, “but it was be- 
cause of their iniquity, and God was 
not to blame.” 

Why God’s Work Failed. 

He said that the failure of God's 
work could not be laid at God’s door, 
but at the feet of those who had turned 
the promises away by their sins. 

“Half of the people in the church do 
not know whether they are paved or 
not,” said. Mr. Sunday, “and I don’t 
believe they are.” 

In speaking of the sin of Sabbath- 
breaking, he took the church people to 
task for playing golf and doing things 
on Sunday other than attending church, 
and causéd the people to applaud when 
he said: “We had to fight to get our 
Sabbath day, and we'll fight to pro- 
tect it. You people in the south will 
have to fight for it, too, against a lot 
of foreign mutts—doggone their old 
hides!” 

“If all the books should be brought 
eut and made into a bonfire, as in the 
days of Paul in Ephesus,” said Mr. 
Sunday, in making a thrust at bad lit- 
erature, “some people wouldn't have 
enough paper left to wad a gun, or put 
their hair in curl papers.” 

Denouncing hostesses who served 
wine and other drinks of an intoxicat- 
ing nature as “old saloon keepers” and 
“booze-histers,” the evangelist was ap- 
plauded. 

Scores Niggardly Givers. 

In making a peppery attack upon 
“niggardly givers,” Mr. Sunday said 
that 7,000 people would give more to 
see a circus than 200,000 people had 
given to the tabernacle in the three 
weeks and more since it had been run- 
ning. 

“And I know church members,” said 
the evangelist, “who have not dark- 
‘ened the doors of this tabernacle, and 
they are going to be cursed. The 
great weakness of this campaign is the

Request for Ten Per Cent 
' Increase Strongly Opposed

commission and that the proposed in- 
crease was for the purpose of making 
the general public shoulder the bur- 
,den of the war tax on profits, was 
ithe statement made Tuesday by Nor- 


man Johnson, secretary and counsel 
of the Southern Wholesale Dry Goods 
association. Mr. Johnson made this 
statement following a resolution adopt- 
;ed by the members of the third divi- 
sion of this association which met at 


‘the chamber of commerce. The resolu- 


tion was adopted following a speech 
made by Harry T. Moore, secretary of 
the Atlanta Freight bureau, at the 
luncheon given at noon, 

The resolution is as follows: 

“We, the members of the third division 
of the Southern Wholesale Dry Goods asso- 
ciation, go on record as being opposed to 
any increased express rates, and do request 
that all other divisions of the association 
oppose the same. We further recommend 
that the president and board of directors au- 
thorize our secretary end counsel to co- 
operate with all southern commercial asso- 
ciations to oppose these proposed rates be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission at 
the hearing, December 2, 1917.” 

Ask for Increase. 

In his remarks Mr. Moore said that 
the Southern Express company had 
made.a request of the interstate com- 


merce commission for an increase of 
10 per cent on express rates in order 
to offset the additional taxes which 
they will have to meet under the new 
war taxes. 

Explaining the details of the situa- 
tion later, Norman Johnson, secretary 
and counsel for the Southern Wholesale 
Dry’ Goods association, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The Southern Express company is 
asking the interstate commerce com- 
mission to allow this increase of 10 
per cent in face of the fact that they 
are not paying any part of the war 
taxes today. 

“The supposed increase in taxation 
of $450,000 which they claim, is noth- 
ing except the war tax on profits, 
which they estimate will be. about that 
amount. This they will have to pay. 

“This is not an expense, but a charge 
which every legitimate business must 
stand under the war taxes. 

“They are already making the pub- 
lic pay 5 per cent on all articles ship- 
ped and by rights, if not clearly by 
intent, they should already be paying 
it. I don’t believe that congress meant 
that the public should pay the addi- 
tional one or two cents the movie 
shows have put on the public, and yet 
this is just what the express companies, 
railroads and Pullman companies are 
doing today.

“The records do not show that even 
as much as $50,000 has ever been paid 
for the original stock of the Southern 
Express company, and of the 6,000, 
shares authorized in 1861 (the year of 
incorporation) only 558 shares were is- 
sued. In 1866 tae number of shares 
was increased to 30,000 and this was 
distributed in form of a stock dividend 
without additional capital paid there- 
for. The latter part of the same year 
they doubled it to 60,000 shares, giv- 
ing five of the new shares for three of 
the old. Ten thousand of these were 
never issued. 


“From 1896 to 1911 the company paid 
dividends to stockholders totaling $21,- 
059,424.59. You can’t find any record 
anywhere that they owned any prop- 
erty when they commenced business. 

“They have certain had a larger 
volume during the past two years than 
ever in history and their rates have 
certainly been 6ufficiently large for 


them to declare larger dividends than 
any other quasi-public corporation. 

*‘T can’t believe that the interstate 
commerce commission will take their 
request very seriously.” 

Mr. Johnson also stated that the 
Southern Express company only paid 
$13,600. in taxes last year, but added 
that he did not personally know that 
this figure was correct, as it had been 
given him by others. 

Seuthern Wholesalers Meet. 


Members of the third division of the 
Southern Olesale Dry Goods asso- 
ciation held’ a conference at the cham- 
ber of commerce rooms Tuesday. About 
two dozen of the larger wholesalers 
in the territory represented attended 
the meeting. This division comprises 
the states of South Carolina, Georgia 
and Florida, the officers being James 
R. Little of Atlanta, chairman; Louis 
Hofmayer of Savannah, vice chairman, 
and Walter Barnwell of Atlanta, sec- 
retary. 

Norman Johnson, secretary and 
counsel for the entire association, was 
present at the meeting. He spoke to 
the members on the subject of the new 
War taxes and general tax schedules. 
Mr. Norman stated that it was found 
that the excess profit tax would total 
about 39 per cent of the profits of the 
members of the association. While 
this seemed to be heavy, he stated that 
nevertheless the members were quite 
willing to meet it and glad to do their 
share in this manner. 

In respect to market conditions, Mr. 
Johnson reported that it was impossi- 
ble to make any accurate forecasts 
owing to the unsettled conditions, but 
that there would possibly be as large 
an increase in prices for the coming 
season as for any since the war began. 

“The consumer seems to think,” said 
Mr. Johnson, “that the retailer is 
high cost of living. As a matter of 
largely responsible for the »y»resent 
fact, in most cases the retailer is ac-

County Police Abandon 
Suicide Theory and Now 


Believe Woman Is Wan- 
dering About the Country. 


No clue has been discovered to the 
whereabouts of Mrs. H. W. Finch and 
her infant son who disappeared from 
their home in Kirkwood Saturday. The 
county police, under Captain Cheshiré, 
abandoned the theory that she had 
drowned herself and the baby in the 
Chattahoochee river, after they had 
dragged the bed of the river for early 
a mile in each direction from the river 
bridge at Bolton. 

Throughout Monday and Tuesday the 
police conducted the search in the bot- 
tom of the river, following the finding 
of a hat and coat belonging to Mrs. 
Finch, and a coat worm by the child 
when last seen. 

it is the opinion of the county police 
that Mrs. Finch is probably wandering 
around in the country. They base this 
upon the statement of a fruit tree 
agent that he saw a woman and a 
small child late Saturday afternoon 
near the river at Boiton, both of whom 
were bareheaded. The woman request- 
ed of him the nearest way to Atianta, 
and he directed her to Fisher avenue, 
where the 6-cent fare from the city 
ends. 

Mrs. Finch is the wife of F. W. 
Finch, who is connected with Attorney 

S. Didlon in the capacity of a 
commercial adjuster. Mr. Finch re- 
turned from a business trip Saturday 
night to tind his wife and young sou 
gone, but at first attributed no espe- 
cial importance to the fact, thinking 
she had gone to visit her old home in 
South Carolina. Telegraphic communi- 
cation with relatives there, however, es- 
tablished the fact that she had not 
been heard of, whereupon he notified 
the police. 

At this juncture the clothes were 
found on the river bank, and a diligent 
search for her body followed. 

It is believed, however, that she will 
be found either in Atlanta or in the 
country nearby.

PARK BOARD AND DEAD TREES. 


C. P. Goree, in a communication pub- 
lished on this page today, very cordially ap- 
proves the editorial suggestion of The Con- 
stitution that the burned area of the fourth 
ward should be re-forested without further 
delay, but he thinks it advisable that the 
park board first “should formulate and pro- 
‘mulgate rules regarding the planting of 
trees on the streets in the burned area.” _ 

This is, no doubt, a very wise suggestion, 
but The Constitution is impressed with the 
fact that the sooner the citizens and the 
property.~owners of the fourth ward get 
busy about this work, without waiting for 
the park board, the better it will be for them 
and for the value of their property. - 

The fire that swept this beautiful resi- 
dential section occurred a half year ago, and 
if, up to this time, the park board has busied 
itself as regards any phase. of the restoration 
of the burned area its activity has escaped 
the attention of The Constitution. . 

Hundreds of dead trees are standing in 
the streets of the burned district which iong 
before this should have been cut down and 
removeii. ; 

' With the present, high price. of coal and | 
the scarcity of fuel the effort would have been. 
abundantly compensating to’the city. © | 

Every burned tree along every sidewalk 
should have been removed weeks ago, and 
by this time new ones should have been 
planted in their places. 

Even now it is not too late for the park 
board to take up these dead trees and plant 
new ones. Certainly the work can be done 
within the next three months, and it will be 
criminal negligence on somebody's part if 
the matter is delayed and a whole year lost 
in the growth of the new trees. 

The property owners in that section who 
have burned trees on their lots should re- 
move them without further delay, and under 
the direction of the park board they should 
plant new trees this winter. : 

Not only should the park board direct 
this work, but it should assume actual charge 
of it, putting out the new trees on private 
property at actual cost to the owners, and 
attending to the street trees at the expense | 
of the public. 

The Constitution very earnestly com- 
mends the suggestion of Mr. Goree that this 
matter be given the immediate attention of 
the park board, and the property owners of 
not only the burned district, but of the whole 
city, will very cordially approve the board’s

Calls on City Park Board 
To Direct Replanting.of -.. 
Trees in Burned Area 


Editor Constitution: I am sure every lot 
owner in the burned area in the fourth ward 
will appreciate and indorse your sensible 
editorial, ‘“Reforest the Burned Area.” ’ 

But let me suggest that the park Doar 
should formulate and promulgate rules reg- 
ulating planting trees. on the streets in 
the burned area. For instance, along North 
Boulevard the board should designate the 
variety of trees to be planted, and their age, 
and, in my opinion, the trees should be plant- 
ed in the center of the strip of land lying 
between the Boulevard and the sidewaik 
proper.

The character of the’ appa- 
ratus is not of much importance. A good 
tinsmith can make a little oven to order 
which will. serve admirably in. particular 
cases. The important point is that the heat 
must be dry and the temperature within 
the oven from 140 to 175 degrees, . Rarely 
can a higher temperature be endured. The 
joint or part to be baked is wrapped ip two 
layers of turkish toweling; the apparatus 
Placed around it and the curtains snugly 
tied down over it on all sides. The heat’ is 
then turned on, and the patient given all 
the cold water desired—for considerable 
berspiration occurs. The heat should: be ‘ap- 
plied for from five to fifteen minutes at’a 
sitting. Following the baking it is genérally 
well to give the joint and surrounding tis- 
sues a thorough, though not a very vigor- 
ous massage. Massage is not rubbing at-all, 
but scientific manipulations to influence the 
deeper ‘structures.

“The military situation is dominated 
by the spectacular success gained by 
the British forces in their tnrust to- 
wards Cambrai.

methods, by evolving a strategy 
Garingly conceived and briliiantly ex- 
ecuted, the British forces have been 
able to record a greater success, when 
measured by captured terrain, than any 
hitherto achieved by either beliiger- 
ent in the same space of time aiong 
the western tront. While seemingly 
continuing his offensive engagements 
in Flanders by an intense artillery 
bombardment in the sector stretching 
from Ypres to the North sea, Field Mar- 
shal Haig was able to mask success- 
fully his plans foran oftensive thrust 
between the Scarpe river and St. Quen- 
tin. 

“The usual preliminary § artillery 
preparation was dispensed with. The 
elements of surprise so essential to 
victory played a large part in the 
successes gained. The British, by a 
preponderant numerical superiority 
in men and mobile material, by impro- 
Vising amd skiliful tactical maneuver- 
ing of an unusual number of tanks, 
and by co-ordinating with precision the 
deployment of cavalry, made use of 
these two arms to bear the brunt of 
the encounter. Infantry then was 
called upon to hold and consolidate 
the terrain gained. Thus the Britig: 
were able to record a decided success 
with very great economy of munitions, 
and slight casualties. Three succes- 
sive German lines of defense on a 
frontage of six miles astride the Cam- 
brai-Bapaume road were captured and 
the Scheldt canal in front of Cambrai 
was crossed. ° » " The British 
forces, while still pressing forward, 
are meeting with increased resistance, 

Cambrai Under British Guns. 

“Cambrai, the center of very impor- 
tant rail, road and canal] lines of com- 
munication, now comes under the im- 
mediate fire:of British field guns, 
while the large caliber, high velocity 
and naval guns can readily search out 
the countryside for miles in the rear, 
harassing hostile territory and render- 
ing the continued tenure of the city by 
the enemy difficult. . . . The num- 
ber of prisoners enumerat hithertu 
is over 10,000, which exceeds the total 
British casualties. 

“While the *-ttle for Cambrai has 
resulted in so rapid and sweeping an 
advantage for the British forces, ar 
parently without extensive preliminary 
preparation, it must not be forgotten 
that it was only made possible by the 
continued pounding of the German 
lines in Flanders. In the meantime the 
British have not, ceased to keep the 
enemy busy in the Ypres salient, and 
gains of terrain are noted to the 
southeast. 

“Along the front held by the French 
forces, the latter have achieved a suc- 
cessful coup de main south of Juvin- 
court, in Champagne, resulting in the 
Canture of some elements of enemy 
trenches and the taking of numero.s

“In the sector where our troops are 
training increased artillery activity is 
noted. Small detachments, while on 
patrol duty, have gained some usefu] 
experience. 

Italian Armies Reorganized. 

“The Italian armies, now completing 
their reorganization, have been able 
to withstand the assaults of the nu- 
merically superior forces of the Aus- 
tro-German divisions engaged against 
them. They have hitherto prevented 
any further invasion of the Italian 
plain. The enemy is continuing his 
efforts to break through. The line of 
the Piave has held firm. Along the 
lower Piave where hostile forces gain- 
ed a temporary foothold on the right 
bank of the river, they were driven 
off with great loss, thus rendering the 
italian positions more secure. 

“Along the plateau of the Sette Com- 
muni heavy fighting is going on. The 
enemy been successfully detained. 
In the mountain regions between the 
headwaters of the Brenta and _ the 
Piave defensive operations have been 
well conducted, and the enemy has 
been unable to make any further prog- 
ress. Strategic reserves, strengthened 
by allied contingents, have constituted. 
The morale of the Italian forces .s im- 
proving 7: and while the situation 
is not wholly free from critical as- 
pects, the defensive measures appear 
adequate to meet the situation. 

“In Palestine the British forces un- 
der General Allenby are advancing 
rapidly on Jerusalem.

The state had produced witnesses in- 
tended to prove that Weinberg drove 
three of the six defendants to the 
scene of the explosion in his jitney bus, 
where a suit case, alleged by the state, 
to have contained the bomb, was placed 
on the sidewalk. Alibi witnesses were 
placed on the stand by the defense, 
whose main contention was that Wein- 
berg was driving his machine in an- 
other section of the city when the ex- 
plosion took part.

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Yesterday afternoon Mr. Sunday 
preached on “The Secret of Fail- 
ure,” taking his text from Jeremiah. 
His sermon in full follows: 

In Jeremiah the fifth chapter, twen- 
ty-fifth verse, “Your iniquities have 
turned away these things, and your 
sins have withholden good things from 
you.” 

In that verse of the Scriptures, Jere- 
miah is giving the explanation for the 
existence of a sad state and condition 
of things in his day. He came as the 
Prophet of God, the Just, to whom cer- 
tain things had been promised. When 
Goud entered into a cuvenant with them 
He promised them ample provision for 
their needs. He said, “1 wiil pour down 
the early and the latter rains upon 
your iands.” : 

He promised them peace, “Peace I 
leave with you, My peace l give unto 
you; not as the world giveth, give 1 
unto you. Let not your meart be trou- 


‘bled, meither let it be atraid.” 


He promised them joy and glad- 
ness. “Because thou servedst not the 
Lord thy God with joyfuiness, and 
With giadness of heart, fur the abun- 
dance of all things.” 

He promiseu them prosperity, “This 
book of the law shall not depart out 
of thy mouth; but thou snait meditate 
therein day and night, that thou mayest 
Observe to ao accuraiug Lo ali thal is 
Wrillten thereiu; Lur tuen thou shait 
have govug success.” 

He prumised them victory, “How 
should one chase a thousand, and two 
Put ten thuvusand to figut except 
their Kock had sold them, and tne 
Lord naw shut them up?’

So desirabie were they, tuat ho sane 
man or wouan couid tail to long tor 
their Iuiuiment, and yet by the peo- 
ple these thiugs were not possesed. In-

Instead of peace, there was trouble; 
instead of joy, there was sorrow and 
affliction; instead of prusperity, there 
Was udversily; imustead o1 victory, there 
was deieat, and instead of honor, there 
wus dishonor. 

They went into captivity and paid 
tribute to a foreign nation. What was 
the reason for this? Was God bank- 
rupt? Did God make promises intend- 
ing to fulfill them, and then conditions 
arose that made it impossible tor Him 
to do it? Oh, no! A thousand times

You've got to look for the explana- 
tion of the failure from a different 
source than that, and Jeremiah knew 
where it belonged, and he laid the 
blame in the right place, when he 
said, in the worus of my text, as he 
addressed it to the people: “Your ini- 
quities have turned away these things, 
and your sins have withholden good 
things from you.” 

It Is Your Fault. 

If you want to knaw why it doesn’t 
rauin—it is your fault. If you want to 
know why there is no peace, it is your 
fault. If you want to know why there 
is no prosperity, it is your fault. If 
vou. want to know why there's no vic- 
tory, it is your fault. If you want to 
know why you are in captivity, it is 
your fault. 

If you want to know why you are 
iniquitous, it is your fault. If you want 
to know why God keeps the good things 
from you, it’s your fault. It’s not un- 
faithfulness on God’s part. But in the 
sins of the people was found the ex- 
planation for the failure. 

Now, as ministers of the gospel of 
Jesus Christ, we are sent to proclaim 
God’s message to the people, and as 
me ngers of God, we are asked to 
oa aaa speak God's message. Now, 
1 find certain things promised for us 
to proclaim. | 

For example, God has promised for- 
giveness, ‘Verily, verily,I say unto you, 

heareth My word, and believeth 
— Him that sent Me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condem- 
nation; but is passed from death into 
life.” : 

God has promised peace: These 
things I have spoken unto you, that in 

‘ou might have peace. In the world 
on shall Nave tribulation; but be of 
zood cheer; I haye overcome'_ the 
world.” 

God has promised fulness of joy: “The 
God of hope fill you with joy and peace 
in believing.” 

He has promised emancipation from 
sin; ‘For sin shall not have domination 
over you; for you are not under the 
law, but under grace.” 

He has promised victory: “There hath 
no temptation taken you but such as 
is common to man, but God is faithful, 

11 not suffer you to be tempted 
who wv inat ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make a way to 
escape. that ye may be able to bear it.” 

He has promised provision for every 
“Rut my God shall supply all 
need according to His riches in 
by Christ Jesus.” Not all you 
want! You may want a great many 
things you don't need. God says, “I 
will supply all your need according to 
My riches in glory.” You may want ice 
cream, but you can get along without 
4%@. See? “I will supply all vou 
according to My riches in glory.” 
The Life of a Believer. 

Such are a few of the numberless 
promises which make the life of the 
believer full of glory and full of peace. 
To us, as believers, they are promised; 
as believers they should be desired with 
a yearning which daily and hourly 
increases with intensity. We ought 
to long for the fulfillment of these 
things, and let me ask you, are they 
possessed?

Is the Christian life as pictured in 
the Bible too high for human attain- 
ment? Oh, no! Did God tell you 
to do something that He knew you 
could never achieve?

All Men Can Repent. 

God did not put the Christ life too 
high for human attainment. When 
God commands all men to repent, God 
knows all men can repent, or God 
would not command them to do it. 
God’s promises are never meant to 
be unfulfilled. Is God trifling with 
his people? No! 

Is the Christ life an ideal toward 
which you must always long and ap- 
proximate but never realize? Must it 
be something that I'd like to pos- 
sess, but it is too high for me to 
reach? No! Is it something that I would 
like to own, that I have not the ability 
to own? No! 

But the explanation is in the text. 
Let me read it again. “Your iniqui- 
ties have turned away these things, 
and your sins have withholden good 
things from you.” 

Failure with ourselves, not with 
God. Then that means self-examina- 
tion to find out why you have failed. 
Isn't that right? Certainly! 

Let me ask you another question. 
What is there in your life that hinders 
the blessing from coming to you? And 
because it doesn’t come to you it is 
kept away from somebody else. You 
cant go through this world an insulat- 
ed and isolated being; you will either 
damn it or you will bless it, according- 
ly as you are a reprobate or a Chris- 
tian. <A fellow who wants to live to 
gratify his desires is a black-hearted 
adder; if he is living for his own ambi- 
tion he is an adder. He can’t do that. 

Burn Improper Books. 

Is there some iniquity or accident 
or habit in your life, some secret, some 
thought, some impure longings, some 
book? I will not read a book that will 
sneer and mock at religion and God Al- 
mighty. I won't have it on my shelves. 
And we ought to go through our homes 
and have a religious revival in litera- 
ture. 

If some of you people would go 
through your homes and yank out the 
books on your library shelves that 
have no business there, and burn them, 
like they did in Ephesus in the days of 
Paul, some of you would not have 
enough paper left in your house to bang 
your old hair or wad a shotgun. 

Something in your family life. 
[that it? Over-indulgence? 

Oh, heed the appeal of the govern- 
ment to the people that ought to stop 
gormandizing, and stop eating four 
pounds of beefsteak when you can get 
along with half a pound. Do some- 
thing for other people!

Patriot or Traitor. 

Maybe you don’t pay your debts. 
Maybe you don’t pray. Maybe you are 
a coward about witnessing for Jesus 
Christ and standing up for the Lord 
and for His truth. Would you: be 
ashamed to stand up for your husband, 
or would you be ashamed to stand 
up for your children? Are you ashamed 
to stand up for your country? Every 
man or woman must be either a patri- 
ot or a traitor in these days. Why 
should you be ashamed to stand up for 
Jesus Christ? 

Now, here are seven scriptural defi- 
nitions of sin. There are lots of de- 
scriptions of sin, but I mean Scrip- 
tural definitions of sin. What is sin? 

“Sin is the transgression of the law.” 
This is the common, ordinary defini- 
tion. Ninety-nine times out of a hun- 
dred people will give ,if you. ask them 
what is sin, “the transgression of the 
law.” Sin is doing what God tells you 
not to do, 

Second, “Whatsoever is not of faith 
is sin.” Anybody that doesn’t believe 
in Jesus Christ as the Son of God; in 
God as the only God; the Bible as the 
Word of God; heaven for the repent- 
ant sinner; hell for the unrepentant 
sinner; the Holy Ghost. ‘*‘Whatsoever 
is not of faith is sin.” See? ' 

It doesn’t make any difference who 
preaches it or who practices it, it is 
sin. If they stand up and preach that 
Jesus Christ is not the Son of God, it 
is sin. When they say, “Saved by 
character,” they lle, because you are 
not. You are saved by faith in Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God. 

Third, “To him that knoweth to do 
good and doeth it not, to him it is 
sin.” 

What Is Sin 

What is sin? Oh, you just thought it 
was doing something God told you nat 
to do. It is that, but it is something 
else, too. 

Here is another: “If you have re- 
spect of person, ye commit sin. : 

God offers salvation to everybody. af 
the rich man doesn’t repent; he will go 
to hell. If the poor man doesn’t re- 
pent, he wHl go to hell, and if the 
banker doesn’t repent, that won't save 
him. God doesn’t condemn a man sim- 
ply because he happens to be successful 
and prosperous in the world; it is a 
question of his attitude toward Jesus 
Christ.

The general ten- 
dency was downward under liquida- 
tion, but no great selling power de- 
veloped and the market at times re- 
sponded readily to buying orders and 
made strong spurts. The holiday in 
ail American markets Thursday, cou- 
pled with the opening of congress next 
Monday, made for restricted trading 
and prompted much of the liquidation.
